Special presentation at the location where Shuttle Endeavor started its journey through the 
streets of L.A. Performances begin on Sepulveda sidewalk (exact locations being worked out. No street closure). 

12 P.M. Parade line up (Street closures to accommodate line-up in the street) 

1 PM - 4 PM Parade takes place along the parade route as follows: 

1 PM - Children’s parade starts (accompanied by adult chaperones) 

1:30 - Parade of the Queens and nation flags start 

2:00 PM - Cultural and school groups 

3:00 PM - 4 PM Adult Carnival parade 

4:00 PM - 6:00 PM: Stage entertainment 

6 PM - 8 PM: LAX Light pillars celebration and closing
